Intervention in Kona. Them estimates, except where otherwise noted, had the 
eon eu wpanee of the Intelllg«aea Advisory Coaalttee which It ooapend of the 
heade of ttie intelligence agendas of the pwraani. 

1. On 12 Ootober 1950, an eatiaete oa "Critical Sltuatloas in the 
Far Beat" ame prepared at the requeet of the President far the Wake Island 
Conference. This estimate elated* *fbe Chinese Communist ground foroee, 
ourreatly lacking requisite air and naval support, are capable of intervening 
effectively, but not neeeeeerlly decisively, In the Korean conflict."* end* 
"There are no oonvlndag indies tione ef aa actual Chinese Cowmrtnlet intention 
to resort to full scale interrentiaa la Korea." 

After reriawiac the fectere favoring, and thorn opposing, Chinese 
Communist intervention, this estimate concluded that* "telle full scale 
Ch in e ae Coauumlet intervention la Tores »uat he regarded an a continuing 
possibility* e eonelderatien ef all known fsetere lead# to the conclusion 
that, barring a Soviet decision for global war, such notion is not probable 
in 1950. During this period, interveatien will probably be confined to 
continued covert assistance to the Worth Koreans." 

2. On 20 Ootober, a personal Memoranda* was delivered to the 
President with copies to the Secretaries of State and Defense, which stated*

This aatinata 
atatadt ■fOnaoat China aa Caoradat troop strength in north Koroa la aatinated 
at 30,000 to b0,000.", and* "Praeent Oh iaoaa Coamndot troop otrongth in 
Manchuria la aatinated at 700,000. Of this noobor thorn era at loaat 200,000 
regular ftald foroaa. These troop strengths, addad te tha foroao already in 
loma, ora believed te naka tho Chlnaaa coamualota capable oft (a) halting 
farther United Malians advowee- -northward, through plaoonoal o—ltnout of 
tmopai or, (b) fbrclng 01 withdrawal te defensive poaltUna farther oouth by 
a powerful aaaoalt. 11

Interntotiott' appoaro te te to halt tha advaaoa of (hdted Mationo foroaa in 
Koran find te keep a Chinese zngina in teiag on Kaman soil.* 

It further otatedt "Th* Chlnaaa Co— lunlata than far ratals full 
fraedoa of action with roapaot te Karan. They am fro# to adjust their action 
in aeoordsnao with tea develop— at of tea situation. If tha Chlaaaa Coamudate 
wore to ar uo o oa d in deitroyiag the effect!— otrongth of BX foroaa in northern 
Karoo, they would puraaa their advantage aa far aa possible. If tea nilltery 
situation lo g$ahillsed, ttey nay wall eonoidar tent, with advantageous terrain 
and the ons#*^ winter, thair fornoo now in Korea are sufficient te aoaonpliah

Tha next te last paragraph af tha eoaelualAaa af this aatinata otatedt 
*fte Chlnaia Conmuniate, in Inter— slag in Korea, have aoaepted a grave rlak of 
no tails tloa and general war* Ttey would probably ignore an dtlaatra requiring 
their withdrawal. If Chlaaaa territory wnfw to be attacked they would probably 
m in full force." ■ 
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And Um no— ludlag paragraph of tha estimate mi 6 Nov— bar stated* 
•The fact that bath tha China aa Co— uniats and tha USSR have accepted an 
laeraaaad riak af a general war indloataa althar that tha Kremlin la ready to 
faaa a showdown with tha west at an early data or that elrawata— as hara forcad 
than to aocept that riak." 

Further, in tha discussion portion of this aatiaata published on 
6 lawainr 1950, it was atatadt "the Chlaasa Co— uniats could probably aafea 
available at aany aa 300,000 troopa within JO to 60 days for austai— d ground 
opa rations in Korea and oould pro vide limited air support and so— ar— r."
